time,  most  grievously  have  committed,  by  thought, 
word,  and  deed,  against  thy  Divine  Majesty,  provok¬ 
ing  most  justly  thy  wrath  and  indignation  against  us, 
and  deserving  at  thy  hands  present  and  everlasting 
punishment.  But  we  do  earnestly  repent,  and  are 
heartily  sorry  for  these  our  misdoings;  and  we  beseech 
thee,  of  thy  great  goodness,  to  be  merciful  unto  us. 
Pardon  and  deliver  us  from  all  our  sins,  for  the  sake 
of  the  holy,  innocent,  and  bitter  sufferings  and  death 
of  th}’  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ;  and  grant  us  grace 
ever  hereafter  to  serve  and  please  thee  in  newness 
of  life,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  thy  name,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.
